Ultimate disposit'on of the fees paid 
the police for services rendered in| 
- gonnecton with the courts was the, 
reason for a delegation of the po..ce 
association waiting upon the police 
comm'ssion on Wednesday afternoon. 

Previously these fees have been 
given to the individual constabies 
carrying out the work, but ow ng to 
the Increase in the salaries pald the 
force, \{ Was considered that this prac- 
tice should be abandoned, and the 
pol'ce commission piaced the matter 
before the city council to the effect 
that the fees should ‘be used in ihe 
agsregate for cometh ng which might 
be for the improvement of the force 
asa whole, The city counc:] agreed 
to this, and it was left for the city 
solicitor tO put the matter in legal 
ehape. 

The delegation from the associa- 
tion asked the commission whether in 
the event of the fees be ng taken away 
from the tnd. viduais, they could not 
be given to the association to be used 
for the benefit of the members. It 
was pointed out that they were hav- 
ing to meet a number of calls from 
members who had been sick and in 
other cases of hardships, aww wae 
thought that the money might be well 
devoted to such purposes. 

The commias'on did not exactly fa- 
vor the ‘dea, as it was remarked by 
Judge Taylor that in such cases the 
benefit would not go to the whole of 
the members of the force, but only to 
the members of the assoc at.on. 

The delegation was informed that 
what the commission had in m'nd was 
for the money to be used for sickness 
and accident insurance for the mem- 
bers of the force, iuus protecting them 
against the hardships now complained 
of. 

The delegation signified that such 
a course would meet with approval 
They did not favor the moncy being 
used for purposes of prov'ding recrea- 
tion. 

It wae etated, however, that nothing 
could be decided unt a commun.ca-, 
tion had deen received from the city 
authorities on the matter. e'ving the 
etatement of the city solicitor.

FROM BEFORE 
TELLER’S EYES 


Negro Picks up $495 Handed to 
Customer in the Dominion 
Bank 


SMART CAPTURE 


Description Telephoned to City 
Police Who Capture Man 
Within Hour 


One of the most daring thefts that 
have taken place from a bank in re- 
cent years in Edmonton, occurred be- 
tween 2 and 2:30 p.m. Wednesday

Shows How Million Dollars Being Asked for Will Be Used 
in Improving Roadbed in Case It Is Not Taken Over 
Shortly by the Dominion Government. 


What the provincial government 
Durposes to do in connection with the 
taking over of the B. D. & B. C. ral- 
Way system in the event of the road 
hot being purchased by the Dominion, 
Was funy explusned to the iegisiature 
Wednesday morning by Premier stew- 

» Wnen the bill to proviae for assist- 

ce of guaranieed railways in default 

considered in second reading. 

Showing how the in.liion doilars 
asked for wouid bo spent in improv- 
ing and bette:ing the road-bed and 
service the prem.er in an hour's ex- 
pianation gave one of tho most can- 
did and lucid sialemenia respecting 
the McArthur aystem to the northwest 
to wnich the house has ever listened. 
He admitted that in spite of assu:- 
ances from the Dominon authorities 
that the &. D. & B. C. was to be ac- 
quired by the federal government the 
Tumors respecting such negotiations 
were disquieting in the extreme 
Theretore, he conceded that it was 
wthin the rango of immediate possi- 
bility that the provinc al government 
woud have to exerc.se the powers be- 
ing asked for in the bill. 

Protect Province’s Money, 

Although no definite agreemont has 
been reached regarding the McArthur 
company's willingness to let the pro- 
vince step in and assume full control 
of the system for the next two years 
under receivership secured from the 
trustees as proposed, the prime min- 
ister declared most emphatically that 
the money which the province ex- 
pends in the betterment of the system 
and in operation at the present time 
Subvequentiy must take  preced- 
ence over the interests of McArthur 
in the system. In other words, the 
premier said the provincial moneys 
invested in the eystem henceforth 
must be secondary only to the interest 
of the bondholders. While recognis- 
ing the great needg of tha north in 
respect to an improvement of railway 
service Mr. Stewart said the Interests 
of the province as a _ whole must re- 
main paramount. When discussing 
the negotitutions at Ottawa between 
the Domt!nion and McArthur the pre- 
mier said that it was known that the 
Domin on had been offered the entire 
4. D. & B. C. system at a price to 
be fixed by the federal authorities as 
having constituted the actual cost of 
the system. In view therefore of the 
full accounting and investigation 


which {t was known the federal au-| 


thorities had been carrying on 
throughout the entire system of the 
E. D. & B. C. tho premier gaid that 
an investigation by the province, as 
suggested at various times i{n C) 
house, would not warrant the expen- 
diture. He believed such a provincial 
investigat'on would Cisclose nothing. 
Statement of Finances, 

In connection with his argument fn 
support of the bill the premier sjb- 
mitted a statement of the operation 


E. D. & B, C. was in no different 
position in this respect than were ail 
other pioneer systems of the country. 
He confessed he was not satisfied with 
the operation of the railway but real- 
iged that it required a great amount 
of capital to give servico on such a 
system, ] 

The government's -+responsibility 
was two-fold: First to the guaranty 
of the bonds; second, to the settlers 
who were in the north and were en- 
titled to railway service, He defnded 
the existence of a railway to the 
north with the utmost vigor, decilar- 
ing that even yet the vast poss bili- 
ties of the north were scarcely realiz- 
ed except by a few. There was no ex- 
cess mileage as charred on many o¢- 
casiong because the line served Spirit 
River and Peace River ag well as 
Grande Prair'e. All the McArthur 
lines were in every senso justified with 
the exception of the extension of the 
ra'lway north of Lac la Biche at the 
time of construction.

What he meant nobody knew, but 
it sounded like something impor- 
tant, and drew a_ considerable 
amount of foolish language from 
that section of the press which can 
approve without understanding 
and which sees a gain for demo- 
eracy in every supopsed accession 
of national power at the expense 
of Imperial unity.

The disclosure of the purpose 
behind the talk dispels some of the 
obscurity of the Premier’s lan- 
guage, and throws a new light 
upon the Unionist view of the 
peace treaty and the objectives for 
which the country fought in the 
war. In that light it appears that, 
according to the vernment, 
Canada was not fighting Germany, | 
or Germany alone. It was also 
fighting Great Britain; since the 
largest gain the Government can 
see from the war is the opporfun- 
ity to sever some of the bonds of 
Empire and take a long step to- 
ward coniplete political separation 
from the Mother Land. 

Just what Canada is to get from 
Germany by way of compensation 
for losses sustained the Govern- 
ment has not yet stated; has in ef- 
fect said that it does not know. But 
Sir Robert was strong on having 
achieved a new ‘‘etatus,’’ which 
we assuredly did not ‘‘achieve’’ 
from Germany and could only 
‘‘achieve’’ from Great Britain; 
which ‘‘status’’ the Government 
now proposes to establish by cut- 
ting adrift from Britain constitu- 
tionally, 

What the rank and file of the 
Unionists will think of this separ-

| atiat movement into which they 


have been adroitly steered remains 
to be seen, and heard. It can hard- 
ly fail to strike many of them as 
peculiar that a leader who blew

They 
would be beid re@ponsible by the pulic 
for an Increase in the cost of flour, while

Canada hae enormous flour stocks. It 
fs intimated that the wheat board refused 
two profitable offers from the United 
States fur Canadian flour. United States 
milling Interests fearcd Canadian flour 
cumpetition In London and, to 
this, was prepared to buy the Canedian 
supply at a profit to the Canadian inter- 
ests of $3.00 per barrel. These offers were 
refused and the price of wheat raised. 
This so increased @he cost of Canadian 
flour that it removed us as a dangerous 
lecompetitor to the Uniteed @tates in the 
(British market. This ls sald to account 
for the surplus Canadian flour stocks and 
also for the offer of ¢he wheat Dourd to de- 
control flour and mill feed prices,
